House Of Lords Reform 


Proposals 


Disclosed — 


- London, May 4.—Leaders of all political parties broadly 
agreed to principles of reform in the Second Chamber, 
which would have allowed women to sit in the House of 
Lords and share a new title—“Lords of Parliament.” 


The all-party talks on House 
of Lords reform failed because, 
an official report today indl- 
cated, the Conservative Opposi- 
tion. which in the. House of 
Lords outnumbers the Govern- 
iment by 12 to one, demanded 
| the-power to-hold -up-House-of 
Commons legislation for three 
months longer than the Govern- 
ment was prepared to concede. 


If the talks had been successful, 
the report suggested, the party 
leaders would have recommended to 
thelr followers that the House of 
Lordr should be complementary to 
and not a rival to the House of 
Commons. Its constitution should 
prevent any one party enjoying a 
permanent majority, Heredily It- 
self would not be a qualification far 
admission. : : : 

Members would be styled Lords 
of Parllament and be appointed on 
the grounds of personal distinction 
or public service. 

All parties would probably huve 
agreed also that Members might be 
either hereditary Peers or Com- 
moners who had been created life 
Peers, 

Provisions would be made for 
tho Inclusion of certain of tho 
King’s descendants, Church leaders 


and Law Lords. 


SALARY PROVISION 

‘The provisional plans also pro- 
vided that salaries should be paid 
so that persons without private 
means should be eligible,. Peers 
who did not sit in the reformed 
House os Lords of Parliament would 
be entitled to stand for clectlon to 
the House of Commons and to vote 
in Parlinmentary_ elections. 

Parllamentary Lords who neglect- 
ed thelr duties could be -disqualified.
